Cannot Claim Wifély Privilege. 

Mr. Nott says that Mrs. Thaw cannot 
claim the privilege of refusing to answer 
cuestions just because she is the wife of a 
man accused of crime, and that this privi- 
lege is extended only to what are known as 
confidential communications between hus- 
band and wife. 

If Mre. Thaw refuses to answer other 
questions she can he committed to prison 
for contempt of court. 

She may refuse, however, to answer ques- 
tions on the ground that the answers might 
tend to degrade or incriminate her, and 
also she has the right to refuse to answer 
questions on the ground that the answers 
might tend to convict her of a erime. 

Just before he left his office in Criminal 
Court building tonight Mr. Nott was asked 
by a reporter whether it was his intention 
to call Mrs, Thaw as a witness before the 
grand jury tomorrow. 

“We have subpenaed her to appear in 
the morning and we see no reason why we 
should not call her béfore the grand jury,” 
replied Mr. Nott.

“If she should still decline there is only one

“That is the usual proceeding in iitke 
cases,”’ said Mr. Nott. 

Mrs. Thaw is declared to have told an in- 
timate friend that she would “ stand pat” 
and refuse to say anything, no matter how 
important the questions Mr. Nott or Mr. 
Garvan may put to her. Stie also stated that 
she would rather go to jail than to give tes- 
timony in her husband’s case as a witness 
for the prosecution. 

The legal question of what testimony a 
wife may or may not give against her hus- 
band is important in Thaw’s case. Unde 
old common law a wife could not be com- 
pelled to give any evidence against her hus- 
band, but the revised penal code of the state 
of New York modified this absolute barrier, 
making Only confidential communications 
sacred. 


Thaw Shows No Insanity Signs. 


That Harry K. Thaw was perfectly sane 
when he murdered Stanford White Monday 
night, and that no amount of evidence can 
be produced at his trial concerning his past 
life and his escapades sufficient to make a 
jury believe him insane, was the conviction 
formed today by those engaged in the prose- 
cution of the case, 

Thus conviction was the result of what 
happened this morning, at what was the 
opening round of the legal battle, when 
Thaw was taken over to the criminial courts 
buiiding to be examined by the district at- 
torcey s experts. When Thaw faced the ex- 
peris he sat down easily in a chair and an- 
nuunced in.a determined way that he wasn’t 
going to answer any of the questions put to 
him on the subject of his mental condition. 

Nor could he be induced to change his mind, 
although his counsel tried to make It appear 
that Thaw had his consent to submit to the 
examination. But Thaw would not open his 
mouth, though he asked some remarkably 
irrelevant questions of the doctors, made 
comments creditable to a man of normal fn- 
telligence, and talked in an easy and natural 
way. 

Experts Puzzled by Demeanor. 

All the time he talked the experts watched 
him closely, and every word that was said in 
the half hour the session lasted was taken 
down. Though it was fruitlesk so far aa get~- 
ting Thaw’s answers to certain questions the 
doctors wanted to ask of him, it seemed to 
remove every bit of doubt on the side of the

for Thaw, would save him. 

The excuse which Thaw made through At- 
torney Olcott, his counsel, according to the 
statement of the latter at the examination,

Senseless Rumor of Massacre of 
School Children Causes Panic. 


POLICE SWEPT AWAY BY MOB 


Trouble Caused by Doctor Cutting Ton- 
sils from a Child’s Throat. 


New York, June 27.—[Special.]—A hatiese 
young Jewess, with her hair fiying in the 
wind and the look of a mother tigress in her 
eyes, ram across Broome street toward pub- 
lic school No. 110, in Canmon street, this 
morning about 10 o'clock, crying in. Yiddish: 
" The Christs are cutting my baby’s throat,” 
end within a few minutes the hair trigger 
east side had broken out into a panic and riot. 

Before $4.0’clock more than 50,000 children 
were the mars, | 
row street south of Houston and east of the 
Bowery, school windows wete being broken 
by maddened parents, window screens were 
being torn off, while mounted police, patrol- 
men, and roundsmen were charging the mobs 
in an effort to festore order. 


Mob of Shrieking Parents. 

Starting at Broome and Cannon atreets, the 
news that Jewish school children were being 
butchered flew in some mysterious wey in all 
directions. From crowded tenements there 
tumbied a shrieking crowd of parents, older 
| brothers and sistera, their niinds filled with 
red ink, job type headlines of massacres, 
their one object being to throw protecting 
arms around little Sarah or Isadore before 
the butchers killed them. 

Bach mother told the other as she ran 
along and, of course, each ran straight for 
the public school, where the awful slaughters 
were taking place None stopped to inquire 
as to the truth of the rumors, and so, in a few 
minutes, every one of the many public schools 
that dot the neighborhood had before it a 
howling mob, while the frightened teachers 
and doubly scared children Hatened to the 
uproar and wondered what it wasall about. 

The terror of the mothers was not allayed 
when they reached the schools and found 
gibbering curbstone orators in the middie 
of impassioned speeches about the butcher- 
jes that were taking place within the buiid- 
ings. 

“They've killed four and buried them in 
the cellar of the sclrool,’’ cried one young 
mother to the throng in front of school No. 
110. 

Like speeches were ‘made in front of many 
other schools. Then when the mothers 
found they could not storm the school rooms 
and earry off their offepring—at least not 
until the principals and teachers found what 
it all was about—the feelings of the east side 
can be imagined. 


How It All Began. 
Who set on foot the rumor that children’s 
throats were being cut could not be learned. 
The best explanation of the uprising is that

Mob Storms the Schools. 

Today the news got into the school rooms 
only when the mob had arrived and with 
screame for their “ kinder’’ had begun to 
storm the buildings. The excited princi- 
pals ran down the steps only to stop short 
before the broadside of curses, and after a 
futile attempt to learn the cause of the ex- 
citement from the hysterical women retired 
to consult with the teachers. 

In the meantime the little ones began to 
grow restive as their names were shouted 
to them through the open windows. 

Hundreds of women and a number of men 
were hammering the school doors and cry- 
ing to the policemen to save their children 
from siaughter. One woman had raised a 
ladder to a window when she found the 
doors had been locked and women and men 
were tearing window screens from their fas- 
tenings and throwing them into the street. 

On the edge of the struggling crowd Otto 
Gottlieb, a middle aged man, was urging the 
storming party on with loud cries in Yiddish, 
telling the awful things that were happening 
to the ebfidren within.

One physician of the board of health was 
attacked while passing school No. 36, at Ninth 
street and Avenue C, and sought safety in a 
drug store. Patrolman Burke forced his way 
into the drug store, found Max Scott, 18 years 
old, pointing a loaded revolver at the doctor, 
who held his hands aloft tn real western fash- 
ion. Burke pulled his own gun, disarmed 
Scott, and after telephoning for reserves got 
the physician to a car in safety.

The woes of independent telephone com- 
panies in their dealings with the Bell Tele- 
phone company in various parts of the United 
States constituted thé principal theme at 
yesterday's session of the annual conven- 
tion of the National-Interstate Telephone 
association at the Auditorium hotel. 

A roll call, in which a representative of 
each state in the union reported the progress 
of the independent corporations in his own 
locality, occupied the greater part ofthe day, 
and -nearly every speaker had one or more 
examples to present of “ the trust's * meth- 
ods of fighting competition. _ | Po ae 

Some of the devices mentioned are: 


Warning letters to men who announce their inten- ‘f' 


tions of forming independent companies; threat-. 
ening financial ruin. 

Bending emissaries to become officials at independ- 
ent companies, create dissension, and sell out 
to “ the trust.*’ 

Offers of cash payments to independent subscrib- 
ers to substitute a Bell instrument for that. of 
the local company. 

Subsidizing certain newspapers and paying for 
the publication of unfair statements. 

Securing control of supply otably the 
Kellogg Switchboard and Supply company—withl 
out the knowledge of its nominally controlling 
officials. 


Threatened with “‘Ruination.” 


“ When I announced my intention of go- 
ing into the independent telephone business,” 
said G. W. Busseli, president of the Citizens’ 
Telephone and egraph exchange of St. 
Johnsbury, Vt.. “the Bell Telephone imme- 
diately sent me a letter, which read as fol- 
lows: ‘If you enter the telephone business 
in your state it will be the financial ruina- 
tion of you.’ The letter wasn’t signed by the 
Bell people, but I showed it to them later and 
they didn’t deny that it had come from them. 
It didn’t scare me, though. I'm in the busi- 
ness, and I’m in to stay.” 

“I know one man in our town,” said J. B. 
Barl of Waco, Tey., “a banker, who was 
paying $24 a year for one of our phones. The 
trust offered. him §72 a year to subscribe for 
a Bell telephone, and he didn't doit. Never- 
theless, on a@ capitalization of $7,000,000 in 
Texas, the first year’s income of the Bell 
company hes been $3,000,000—a profit of just 
42 per cenit.”

I have tried 
for months to locate the author of one of 
these articles, and failed until just the other 
day, when I found that his address is 150

A communication from the president-of the 
league was read, in which it was said that the 
league holde no financial responsibility for 
the paper. The resolution was referred to a 
committee for “prompt and vigorous action.” 

Other phases of the Bell company's fight 
against the independent interests were 
brought out in addresses by Ivy L. Lee of 
New York City, who spoke on “ Telephone 
Publicity,” and Charles 8. Norton of Indian- 
apolis, who urged closer cojperation among 
the independent companies. 

Dissension which for a time threatened to 
disrupt the conyention was started in the 
afternoon session by the introduction of a 
resolution calling upon every member of the 
association to boycott the Kellogg Switch- 
board and Supply company, a Chicago firm 
which recently has, according to statements 


made by the delegates, passed into the con- . 


trol of the Bell company. The firm is one 
of the largest manufacturers of telephone 
equipments. 

Finally, by a liberal use of amendments, 
the passage of the original resolution was se- 
cured, and a’ second, expressing confidence in 
Mr. Kellogg, was adopted. 


Seeking Entrance to Chicago. 


While the afternoon session was in progress

His lawyers denied, however, that they had 
given him privately any such advice. 

Almost as soon as they had seen Thaw on 
Tuesday his lawyers had consented to having 
him examined today. Thaw was brought 
over from his Tombs celt handcuffed to a 
keeper. He wore the same suit he had on 
yesterday, a collar that had seen two days’ 
wear, and did not present at all the natty 
figure known to Broadway. He had spent a 
good night, however, had done a bit of exer- 
cising in the corridor, and looked to be in 
pretty good shape.

Puts Medical Poser to Physician. 


When Dr. McDonald said he believed in 
doing things in moderation, Thaw laughed, 
took a puff, and, still looking at Dr. Mc- 
Donald, with a bit of a smile playing over 
his features, as if he was enjoying this new 
experience, said: . 

‘Ts it distinctly normal for a male human 
being to be born without the habit of smok- 
ing—-that is, to be born without a sufficient 
predilection to acquire the habit?”

It was said that the 
three alienists, from what they had so far 
seen of Thaw, had pretty well formed the 
opinfon that he was sane and no additional 
examination may be requested, 

Thew’'s lawyers can, if they wish, ask for 
a judicial commission: to examine Thaw after 
his indictment. They would not say any- 
thing about their plans except to state that 
the suggestion that they had advised Thaw 
to conduct himself as he had was “ flattering 
but untrue.” 


Thaw’s Flight to Europe Recalled. 

In the course of today’s investigations as 
to Thaw’'s recent movement, in the search for 
immediate motive for the killing of White, it 
was learned that Thaw sailed for Burope 
on April 24 last on the Kaiser Wilhelm IL, 
efter a stormy scere with his wife, with the 
avowed purpose of never returning to her. 
On the same boat with him was his sister, 
the countess of Yarmouth, At the time of 
the sailing of the boat the sister was not 
aware that her brother was a passenger, for 
he apparently took paing that his presence 
should be concealed from her until after the 
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effect on Thaw, for he remained on the other 
side only a few days, taking return passage 
at the last minute on the Kaiserin Augusta 
Victoria. 

Detectives are trying to find out where 
Mrs. Thaw spent the time between her hus- 
band’s departure for England and his fe- 
turn, Her friends say she did not leave 
New York City. : 


Wife to Appear at Inquest. 

The inquest Into the death of Thaw's vic- 
tim will be held tomorrow morning. It is 
set for 0:30. Thaw, of course, will be pro- 
duced in court before Coroner Dooley and the 
jury, but the proceedings will beshort. Jus¢ 
three witnesses probably will be heard. They 
will be Dr. Lehane, who performed the au- 
topsy, and two eye witnesses of the tragedy. 
Their names were not given out. Thaw's 
lawyers may ask them some questions, but 
of course the actual facts of the killing are 
pretty much indisputable. 

The same three witnesses will be takenim-~- 
mediately before the grand jury. The only 
other witness before the grand jury will be 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, over whom the mur- 
der occurred. It will be her first Inquisition’ 

All the evidence so far secured con- 
cerning events leading up to the tragedy and 
the relations of the three principal characters 
in it, Thaw, his wife, and the victim, will be 
reserved for the trial, and every attempt is 
to be made to keep it out of the hands of 
Thaw’s lawyers. The belief of the prosecu- 
tion in Thaw’s case is that the insanity the- 
ory will be abandoned or that it will be used 
simply as a peg on which to hang a mass of 
testimony concerning White's past life and 
events in Thaw’s life which might bring out 
sympathy for him. 

Thaw’s wife has turned over to Mr: Olcott 
a bunch of letters which she received from 
White, according to her lawyers. But these 
letters, it would so far appear, are letters 
which White wrote to the Nesbit girl before 
she became Mrs. Thaw. When asked about 
these letters today Mr. Olcott said: 

“T have not looked over every letter 
yet, but so far I do not know of any letter 
received by Mra. Thaw from White after 
her marriage. I intend, of course, to go 
through them all carefully. I understand that 
most of them have been preserved.” 


Tenderloin Scoured for Evidence. 


So far as it could be ascertained, no evi- 
dence has been found to show that Mr. White 
had been pursuing the girl with his atten- 
tions recently, though the Tenderloin has 
beer pretty well sifted for stories. It will be 
weeks before every One of these stories can 
be run down. 

So far Mr. Garvan has examined about 
twenty witnesses.

Family Stand by Thaw and Girl. 


That the Thaw family has come to the aid 
of their reckless relative, and that they are, 
in a wey, standing by the girl, there is. no 
doubt. Josiah Thaw, a younger brother of 
Harry, who Mves with his mother in Pitts- 
burg, reached here this morning. He acted 
as escort to Thaw’s wife ina visit which she 
made to the Tombe and to his lawyers, and 
seemed, In a way, to be taking more tr less 
charge of her. 

The first thing young Thaw did today wes 
to go to the Lorraine and get his sister-in- 
law, and together they drove down Im a cab 
to Mr. Olcott’s office, where they got passes 
from the latter to see Thaw. In some way 
word reached the Tombs that the girl wes 
coming to visit her husband, and when their 
cartiege came driving down Center street 
there was @ crowd on all sides of the building. 
They tried to get in the back entrance, but 
had to drive around to the front door. The 
crowd pursued them around, shouting at 
therm. 

Young Thaw helped his sister-in-le w out of 
the carriagé, and they alighted in the crowd, 
Young Mre. Thaw wore two veile—a long, 
heavy veil, and a shorter one inside. When 
she got inside with young Thaw both hed 
to be searched, and young Thaw had to give 
up a silver penknife he wae carrying. 


Wife Sees Husband in Tombs.

Mrs. Thaw, when she saw the cameras, 
put her hand up rather coyly to her face.

The will of the late William Thaw, father 
of Harry Kendall Thaw, was resurrected in 
the courthouse today and shows by a codi- 
ell that the famous old millionaire did not 
think too much of Harry as a boy. 

In his will William’ Thaw directed that 
after hie death the estate should be divided 
into sixteen equal parts, three of these parts 
were to go to his widow, Mrs. Mary Copely 
Thaw, three were to be used as a trust fund, 
while the remaining ten shares were to be 
divided equally among the ten children, share 
and share alike. 

Then came a codicil added July 5, 1889, 
which revoked the provision covering Harry 
Kendall Thaw’s share and allowing him 
$2,400 a year. The will provides, however, 
that should the son show “ discretion and 
fitness "* he would get his full share of the 
estate, 

It was said that the entire Thaw estate, 
valued at $40,000,000, has been placed at the 
disposal of Harry to clear himself if he 
can.

National Committee Conference in &t. 
Louis Rent by Proposal to Change

The Hygeia company today announced a 
reduction in the price of ice for domestic 
trade to $7.20 a ton—$3 a ton less than charged 
prior to March 12 of this year. It says it 
cannot restore the old price of $6 and make 
a living. It also agrees to refund to every 
customer money paid in excess of $7.20 a 
ton since March 12. 

Thomas H. Tracy, attorney for the Hygela 
company. who presents the motion for a 
suspension of sentence, gives the following 
reason, among others: 

** Because they are unable to pay the fine of 
$5,000, which is far in excess of their assets.’’ 

But even if Judge Kinkade refuses to sus- 
pend sentence the ice men probably will 
escape the workhouse through the board of 
public service, which has power to grant 
paroles without the recommendation of the 
trial judge. George Tonson, a member of the

LIFE INSURANCE MEN SUED |

Officers of Indiana Company Accused of 
Having Used Funds to Secure Prop- 
erty and Start in Business.

Barney, presi- 
éent; Richard C. Barney and wife, and Hugh 
Cc.

Conepiracy’™to defraud is charged. It is 
declared tha: $50,000 was invested by Sam- 
uel E. Barney in a firm manufacturing drug- 
gists’ supplies ip New York, and that $40,000 
of the irsurance company’s money was loaned 
te this company by Barney, with no security 
other than a chattel mortgage. The money 
was lost, it is asserted. 

It also is declared that $36,000 of the in- 
surance company’s money was used by Bar- 
ney to buy real estate near Eikhart, which 
has been divided among his heirs. 

It is further charged that: Melvin U. Dema- 
rest, cashier of the St. Joseph Valley bank, 
at Elkhart, issued to the defendants a false 
certificate of deposit for $78,858.

Senator A. J. Hopkins suddenly became 
prominent yesterday as a prospective arbiter 
of labor troubles. Through an appeal to be 
addressed to him today in Washington by 
representatives of 400 employés of the Au- 
rora, Elgin and Chicago Hilectric read and 
its interurban branches he will be given a 
chance to avert a strike which threatens to 
tie up the entire rail system. : 

Senator Hopkins is a. member of the board 
of directors of the “ third rail ’’ road and also 
is general counsel for the company. This 
was learned by officials of the street car men’s 
union. President W. D. Mahon started last 
night for Washington to lay the grievances 
of the men before him. 

The question of a strike on the Union Trac- 
tion lines will be decided tonight at a mass- 
meeting of the employés. 


Miners’ Union Official Resigns. 


An aftermath of the miners’ strike was the 
resignation of President Herman C. Perry of 
the Illinois district. Criticism leveled, it is 
eaid, at leaders of the strike from President 
John Mitchell down to the lower officials was 
responsible for Perry's retirement. 

The announcement was made at a con- 
ference at the Auditorium hotel in the mora- 
ing between miners and Illinois céai op- 
erators, at which final details in the settie- 
ment of the strike were agreed upon.

DETROIT MAW SAYS COURTS OUGHT 
TO TAKE UP FIGHT. 


Member of Board ef Health Considers 


It Their Duty to Protect Merchants’ , 


Stock of Goods from Soot — First 
International Convention of Smoke 
Imspectors Elects Its Originator as 
President — Millionaire Philadel- 
phian Presides at First Session. 


Detroit, Mich., June 27.—[Special.}—“ Re- 
sponsibility for the prevention of the smoke 
nuisance is largely with the courts,” said B. 
T. Douglas, a member of the Detroit board 
of health tonight at the Museum. of Art in 
addressing the first infernational smoke in- 
apectors’ convention. 

‘The merchant has just as much right to 
demand that hie stock of goods be protected 
from depréciation and ruin from smoke and 
soot from his neighbor's chimney that 
manufacturing heighbor has to demand that 
his property shall be protected from unusual 
and unnecessary encroachment.”’ 


Smoke Control Under One Board. 

Dougias suggested that all plumbing in- 
epectors, sanitary inspectors, smoke inspec- 
tors, fire marshals, and in fact all that are 
ealled into codperation toward smoke pre- 
venting should be under one nonpartisan 
board. 

John Fairgrieve, Detroit's smoke inspec- 
tor, through whose efforts the first interna- 
tional convention of smoke inspectors met in 
Detrojt today, was chosen as the first presi- 
dent of the new organization. Charles P.

Shooting of Prize Fighter Elliott 


Here 20 Years Ago Recalled 
by Passing of ‘‘Sport.’’ 


—— 


Jere Dunn, “ the Killer," a famous charac- 
ter in the wilder days of Chicago's history, 
je dead. He died yesterday in Elisabeth, N. 
J., of cancer and a disease of the larynx, 
after a long iliness, aggravated by hardehips 
following the earthquake and fire in San 
Francisco, through which he passed. An 
eperation similar to that performed here on 
Sheriff Thomas E. Barrett proved equally 
fruitiess. Dunn was 6T years old. 

To Chicagoans who knew him, and évery 


old timer: did, the news of hia death will not 


be unexpected. For months the man who 
made himself feared in the early days, ¢x- 
isted on nourishment artificially adminis- 
tered. 

Jere Dunn, though neither born nor reared 
here, was distinctly a Chicago type. It was 
here that he earned the sobriquet, “ Killer”. 
Dunn, a title which he always heartily de- 
tested. a ‘ 

Kills Man Who Threatened His Life. 


Dunn came here in the late ‘70s, and es- 
tablished a roadhouse on Grand boulevard, 
which was made the headquarters for sport- 
ing men. Dunn himeelf had much to do with 
horses, trotters, pacers, and runners. He 
had a penchant for prise fighters; was 4 great 
admirer of Jack ear ign’ ane Fo tang oo oe 
livan m no -

Acquitted After Famous Trial. 
In the trial which ensued was enlisted for 
the prosecution the then state’s attorney, 
Luther Laflin Mills. A tremendous fund was 


| raised for the defense, and, after a four 


months’ trial, which cost Cook county neatly 


$100,000, Dunn was acquitted on the ground | 


of justifiable homicide. 

A year after the acquittal of Dunn he left 
Chicago and went to New York. Here he 
became embroiled in an altercation with @ 
friend of Elliott. This man, “* Logan No. 2,” 
had made the boast that he would do with the 
slayer of his friend what the courts in Cook 
county had failed to do. Dunn hunted him 
up, found him in a Park row poolroom, in- 
troduced himself, and thereupon shot and 
killed his man. This cases did not go beyond 
the coroner's jury, as it was proven that 
“Logan No, 2," a bad man himself, had 
threatened to kill Dunn. 

Another strange phase of Dunn’s career 
was that up to the day of his death efforts at 
conciliating “ Bat "’ Masterson of Dodge City 
fame and Dunn failed. Charlie Mitchell, the 
English prizefighter, brought “ Squire" Ab- 
bington of Lily Langtry and White “ Lady ” 
fame, to this country to back Jim Hall against 
Bob Fitzsimmons. It is a well known fact 
that the ‘‘ Squire’’ was ‘‘ turned over” in 
this transaction, dropping $250,000 on the 
coup. Abbington died at the St. Charles hotel 
ten days after Fitzsimmons licked Hall. 


Lifelong Foe of “Bat” Masterson. 

Mitchell then went back to New York by 
way of Denver. Meeting Jere Dunn on 
Broadway he jocularly informed the latter 
that he (Mitchell) had fixed up everything, 
and that Jere was safé in going to Denver 
without fear of being killed by “ Bat ’’ Mas- 
terson. It developed afterwards that there 
was no truth in the assertion made by Mitch- 
ell, but to his dying day Dunn refused to be- 
lieve this, and vowed that if he ever met 
Masterson the fellow that got the drop would 
be the winner. 

Dunn first. became identified with the run- 
ning turf about seventeen years ago as the 
owner of the filly, Sunny Shore, for which he 
paid $10,000, and refused $50,000. After re- 
tiring Sunny Shore to a brood farm in Ken- 
tucky the mare died. Dunn boarded a train 
for Harrisburg, Ky., and with Col. Jack 
Chinn made a trip to the farm. Here at the 
point of a gun he made the owner and the 


' groom of the establishment show him the 


bones of his departed equine idol. Not satis- 
fiec with this he took the carcass with him 
to New York, made the identification positive, 
and then buried the remains tn an oak chest.

THOMAS E. WAGGAMANN DIES 


IN A MARYLAND FARMHOUSE. | 


Washington, D. C., Man Whose Fail- 
ure Caused Heavy Loss to Catholic 
University a Victim of Cancer. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—Word has 
been received here that Thomas BD. Wagga- 
mann of this city, former treasurer of the 
Catholic university, who failed for over $4,- 
000,000 about a year aga, with the result that 
heavy losses were inflicted on the univer- 
sity, prominent Catholic churchmen, and 
hundreds of private persone who had placed 
their funds in his hands in trust, died today 
in a small farmhouse near Annapolis, Md., 
where he had been a number of months. The 
cause of death was cancer of the face. Mr. 
Waggamann was 68 years old. 

Waggamann’s failure startled the entire 
country, and particularly the people of this 
city. He was considered one of the wealthi- 
est citizens of Washington and was the 
mainstay of the Catholic chureh in the ad- 
ministration of ite Gnancial affairs. 


complete, 

At the time of his failure he held about 
$1,000,000 of the trust funds of the Catholic 
university, consisting of donations and be- 
quests which have been turned over to him 
as treasurer of the institution. To private 
creditors wito were secured by deeds of trust 
he owed $1,200,000. To general and unse- 
cured creditors he owed around §2,000,000. 

The crash was due to Waggamann’s too 
great confidence in the future of Washing- 
ton real estate, in which he had invested 
the funds intrusted to him. His financial 
condition first came to light when he at- 


| tempted to place a deed of trust on hie fine 


collection of books and art works in favor 
of the Catholic university. Other creditors 
interposed and the attempt was defeated. 
The grand jury of the District of Columbia, 
at the instance of the United States district 
attorney, took up the matter and Wagga- 
mann was twice indicted for embezslement. 
He was never tried. 

The exact amount Waggamann’s various 
creditors lost ise not known, but it wae a 
large sum. The place where he died was in 
striking contrast to his home in this city, 
where, in his prosperous daya, he lived in 
luxury. 


THE “IMMORTAL J.N.” DIES — - 
IN OHIO INSANE ASYLUM. 


For Fifty Years “Apostle of Pressure’’ 
Traveled All Over Country Without 
Paying Railroad Fare or Hotel Bills 


Toledo, O., June 27.—[Special.]—J. N. Free, 
known all over the United States-as the *“* Im- 
mortal J. N.,”’ died today at the Toledo state 
hospital for the ingane. Thus passed one of 
the most interesting characters in the coun- 
try. 
Por fifty years the “ Immortal J. N. ” trav- 
eled all over the land without ever paying 
a cent of railroad fare or hotel bills. His 
most treasured possession was a slip of paper 
signed by the leading railroad officials of the 
country, and reading: 


The Immortal J. N.; passe him forever. Good 
on all roads, from now until doomaeday 


It is recorded that once a hotelkeeper offered 
to throw off one-half of hig bill when he 
learned who his visitor was. ‘The “ Immortal 
J. N.,” not to be outdone in generosity, said 
he would throw off the other half. 

While the “ Immortal J. N.”’ wes known in 
the years of his wanderings as a mildlwin- 
sane ‘‘ apostle of pressure,’” he was once a 
leader of the Cincinnati bar. The confession 
of a man whose acquittal of a@ charge of 
murder he had secured that he had committed 
the crime of which he was accu is said 
to have been the cause of hie mind becoming 
unbalanced. He was 78 years old.

Cincinnati, O., June. 27:—Catcher B’ J. 
Phelps, now playing with the Pittsburg Ne- 
tional league club, has been awarded to the 
Boston American league team, according to 
a voluminous decision handed down today by 
ene Hermann of the national commis- 
sion 

The case is the first of ite kind to come 
before the commission, and establishes a 
precedent. The Cincinnati club, which dis- 
posed of the player to Boston for $1,500, will 
be required to pay the player $750, half of the 
purchase money. 

Phelps had been given ten days’ notice by 
the Cincinnati management of his release, 
but that club reserved the right to dispose 


of his service to any American league club 


if all the National league clubs waived claim 
to him, provided Phelps received half the 
purchase money. In accordance with this 
agreement the Cincinnati management dis- 
posed of the player to the Boston Americans 
on May 18, receiving $1,500 for his release. 

It is held that at the time the player ac- 
cepted the terms of the Pittsburg club he 
did not have an unconditional release from 
Cincinnati, nor at any subsequent time. 
President Pulllam on May 13 notified the 
Cincinnati club that all National league clubs 
had waived claim to Phelps, and on May 18, 
through President Johnson of the American 
league, the deal with Boston was closed. 
President Hermann of the Cincinnati club 
notified the player of the deal by telephone, 
but he misunderstood the conversation, 

Phelps’ contract with Pittsburg was signed 
on May 21, but that club previously had 
waived claim to the player. The finding in 
this case was submitted to the Pittsburg 
management some days ago, and it submitted 
further points, which are declared to make 
no change fn the decision of the case.

CHARGES JUSTICE COURT PLOT. 


Greek Declares He Was Fleeced Out of 
$450 by Stranger Who Trapped 
Him Into Theft Conspiracy. 


Mayor Dunne will be asked today to inves- 
tigate a story told by Chrié Monol, a young 
Greek, who says he was fleered out of a 
year’s savings through the conepiracy of a 
Chicago justice court, a patrolman, and a 
jewelry firm. The complaint will be made to 
the mayor by Monol’s employers, the Chicago 
Hardware Foundry company. 

Two months ago Monol, according to his 
statement, went from Waukegan, where he 
was employed, to Visit friends in Chicago. 
He was walking in State street, near Van 
Buren street, when he was invited into a store 
by a stranger. While inside, Monol says, the 
man slipped a gold watch into his pocket, and 
—— moment he found himeelf under ar- 
res 

The young Greek was taken before an al- 
leged police magistrate and fined heavily.

Los Angeles, Cal., June 27.—[Special. ]—Wil- 
bur 8.

All United States district attormeys are 
obligated under section 5 to conduct prosecu- 
tions without delay for the enforcement of 
penalties upon notice from the secretary of 
agriculture of violations of the act. 

Section 6 defines the terms “ drugs "’ and 
“‘ foods,” and section 7 defines what shall be 
Gemed adulterated in the case of drugs, con- 
fectionery, and foods. The standards for 
drugs are those recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopeia, or National Formu- 
lary, but if they differ from those standards 
in strength, quality, or purity, they shall be 
neid adulterated. 

Confectionery is held adulterated if it con- 
tains any ingredient or coloring matter dele- 
terious or detrimental to bealth. 


When Food Is Adulterated. 

Foods are held adulterated if containing 
any substance reducing, or lowering, or in- 
juriously affecting their quality or strength; 
when any substance has been stibetituted 
wholly or in part for the articles; when any 
valuable constituent has been abstracted; 
when mixed, colored, powdered, coated, or 
stained to conceal damage or inferiority, or 
when any poisonous or deleterious ingredi- 
ents have been added. 

The use of preservatives by external ap- 
plication is permitted when the @irections 
for the removal of such preservatives are 
printed on the covering or on the package. 

Food products further are declared adul- 
terated if they consist In whole or in part of 
a filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal or 
vegetable substance, or of any portion of an- 
imal unfit for food, whether manufactured 
or not. Or if it is the product of a diseased

Section 11 requires the secretary of the 
treasury to furnish the secretary of agri- 
culture with samples of foods and drugs im- 
ported into the United States for examina- 
tion, an@ if it appears that any article ts 
adulterated or miswranded or dangerous ™ 
health, or otherwise falsely labeled, the said 
article will be refused admission.

through inspection fees paid by the pack- 
ers. The house does not think the date of 
inspection should be put on canned goods, 
The senate thinks it ought to be. These 
are the two points of variance which will . 
have to be discussed over again in confer- 
ence committee. 

It is certain thet if the packers were to 
bear the expense of inspection they would 
shift it to somebody else. One senator said 
the other day that if they hed to pay 6 or 
S cents a head for inspection, “ they would 
deduct a dollar from the man of whom they 
purchesed and add about $5 to the person 
to whom they sold.” This is a violent exag- 
geration, but there is no question that if the 


‘packers had to pay a fee of 6 cents they 


would collect more than 6 cents from some- 
body. Probably it would come out of the 
domestic consumers. If the 6 cents were 
to be paid by the government the price of 
meat would not be affected. So large a 
proportion of the taxpayers eat meat which 
will be inspected under the pending meas- 
ure that it will be a saving of money to the 
community for the government to foot the 
inspection bills. 

The senate is right in its contention that 
the date of inspection ought to go on the 


Gans. The packers oppose it vehemently. 


They say that meat properly canned is as 


+ good when five years old as when put up, 


but that the public, ignorant or regardless 
of this. would not buy goods when the label 
proclaimed them advanced in years, The 
old goods, it is said, would find no market 
and would be a dead loss to the packers. 

It is not generally admitted that meat 
which has been in a can four or five years is 
as good as it was six months or a year after 
it was put up. A buyer whohas any doubts 
‘on that score manifestly has a right toknow 
when the meat was put up. That should be 
the rule as to canned goods.of all kinds— 
fruits and vegetables as well as meats, 
When the packers shall have convinced the 
public that age does not hurt their canned 
meats there will be no occasion for labels 
giving the date of inspection. Until then 
the date should be given for the benefit of 
buyers who believe old .meat is likely to be 
stale meat, and do not wish to be tricked 
into purchasing it. 


TOO MANY COOKS SPOTL THE BROTH. 


That is to say, there are too many 
cooks who do spoil the broth. The bad 


cooking of this country is driving men ‘to 
drink. “So says Dr. J. J. ‘McLaughlin, 


addreséing the Catholic Total Abstinence 
society. The establishment of cooking 
schools would be the most 2ffective aid to 
give the cause of total abstinence. 

With some allowance for the exagger- 
ation which marks the speech of an en- 
thusiast there is a good deal of truth in 
what Dr. McLaughlin says. One frequent 
oceasion or excuse for the use of alcoholic 
liquers is discomfort or faintness “caused 
by the lack of proper*food. And food is 
unsuitable more frequently from failure 
to prepare it properly than from original 
defects. 

It is said that a family in France could 
live on what a family in America throws 
away. There is a waste greater than 
that. The food thrown away at least 
harms no one. The food *which is not 
made so nutritious as possible by cooking 
is not only wasted in part through fail- 
ure to get the full food value of it but it 
may be positively harmful. Indigestion, 
dyspepsia, nervousness, insomnia; and a 
long list of kindred ailments may proceed 
fr6bm badly cooked food. Food which 
does not nourish but does injure ig worse 
than wasted. 

Young men do not look first of all for 
good cooks when they think of marrying. 
The young woman is right when she acts 
on the theory that ability to cook will 
have little to do with winning-a husband. 
Other qualities, more showy or more spir- 
itual, avill attract love. ‘Tt 'is after mar- 
riage that the wife learns how much de- 
pends upon ability te make the common 
meals joyful spots in the day sources of 
health and happiness. 

Ne statisties are available as to the 
number of goed cooks and bad cooks in 
the country, but the number of the latter 
is much larger than it ought to be.” In 
the majority of homes where hired cooks 
prepare the meals the probability is that 
the cooking is not the best. _Most gerv- 
ants in the ¢ity are of foreign birth, and 
either untrained or accustomed to an en- 
tirely different. kind of* living. If, as 
often happens, the mistress is unable to 
turn in and show what good American 
cooking is; the meals“ will show the de- 
fects of both American’ and: foreign cook- 
ing and the excellences of neither. And 
while the wife resorts to patent medicines 
‘to brace her up, the husband takes refuge 
in tobacco or strong drink. Good cook- 
ing saves life and money. May there be 
more of it. 


HARVESTERS ARE WANTED. 

“The harvest truly ie plenteous, bat 
the laborers are few.” “This is the cus- 
tomary complaint of the Kansas wheat 
growers at this time of the year. They 
are distressed by the scarcity of labor. 
When they read of hosts of tramps or of 
unemployed thousands in the cities they 
feel aggrieved. They would like to im- 
press laborers as the British government 
used to impress seamen. 

' At some college commencements the 
“idle rich” are being held up to scorn 
and described as a danger to the-country, 
The wheat raiser has no hard words for 
the “idle rich,” They do not interest 
him.

When men 
of any nationality once take up a partic- 
ular occupation others are likely to fol- 
low them. It may be that an increasing 
proportion of the latge Polish immigra- 
tion will come to the relief of the farm- 
ers and stay by them more steadily than 
the college students on their vacations 
have done. Most of them found the work 
too exhausting. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

A committee of the board of wunder- 
writers has recommended that insurance 
rates be increased 10 per cent because of 
the “present condition of the fire depart- 
ment.”” The board has not acted on the 
recommendation and may prefer to wait 
to see whether it will produce any effect 
on the council. 

The question as to who shall be the 
head of the department is in the hands 
of that body. If it shall sustain by a 
two-thirds vote the report of its commit- 
tee, exonerating Campion he will be put 
back in his old place, and the under- 
writers will be satisfied. If that two- 
thirds vote cannot be had it will be the 
duty of the mayor to appoint a new 
marshal. If he shall send in the name of 
any “untried man-” the council can and 
should reject him. It should refuse to 
confirm until the name of some con- 
fessedly competent man is sent in. 

The council has been dilatory. It has 
prolonged the rule of the “acting mar- 
shal.” It could have disposed of the 
Campion ‘matter last Monday, and either 
have restored him to office or cleared the 
way for the appointment of a permanent 
successor acceptable ty the general pub- 
lic and to the underwriters. Probably at 
its next meeting the council will have 
sufficient energy to take the matter up. 

Presumably the board of underwriters 
will not hasten to take action which 
would savor of dictation. The rational 
eourse for it to pursue is to wait until it 
finds out what the council! will do about 
the matter. Even if it shall uot restore 
Campion, it may be trusted not to allow 
an unfit man to be put at the head of the 
fire department.

Since the latter, throughout its ex- 
istence of nearly 140 years, has always been 
a republic, the anointed of the lord in the 
ola world find ft difficult to understand that 
there should be any of those social inequali- 
ties which are condemned by the spirit if 
not by the letter of the constitution, and per- 
sist in ignoring the prejudices and jealousies 
of the various cliques of American fashion 
in.a manner that is inconceivable to the lat- 
ter. 

Some of the best friends of the kaiser and of 
the English royalties in America are people 
whe in no sense belong to the smart sets 
of their native cities over here. King Badward 
and Queen Alexandra, for instance, have an 
American friend, who is often their guest 
at Sandringham, who hails from Boston, 
and yet who belongs to neither the Somerset 
nor the Union there, while Princess Chris- 
tiaa’s closest American friend, with whom 
she frequently corresponds, is a New York 
woman who is entirely ignored by the so- 
calted “ Four Hundred.” 

Thus Queen Alexandra is not much given to 
acceding to requests to assume the duties 
of sponsorship at baptisms, being, indeed, 
extremely exclusive. Yet the only two in- 
stances where she has consented to become 
godmother to children born of Anglo-Ameri- 
can marriages have been cases where the 
mothers of the Infante cannot be said to 
have figured in fashionable society over here. 
One of Queen Alexandra’s Anglo-American 
godehildren is the little son of the young 
duchcse of Manchester, who was Miss Helen 
Zin.merman of Cincinnati, O., while the other 
infant thus favored is the little boy of Mrs. 
George Montagu, who was Miss Alberta 
Sturgis, daughter of Mrs. Francis Leggett, 
the latter’s husband being the wealthy whole- 
pale grocer of New York.

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CHICAGO GETTING AHEAD, 
SAYS THE BRITISH CONSUL. 


English Official in Report to His 
Government Describes This City | 
as Most Important in the 
United States. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—[Spectal. }In 
the opinion of Mr. Finn, the British coneul at 


Chicago, the lake city is rapidly becoming the | 


most commercially important city of the 
United States. In an official report on the 
trade, commerce, 4nd agriculture of the 
states of the middle west to the British gov- 
ernment, Mr. Finn calls attention to the ex- 
ceptionally favored situation of Chicago, 
“Over 50,000,000 people,” he says, **live 
within twenty-four hours’ journey of Chi- 
cago and sdlesmen from here travel to all 
parts of the United Btates and Canada, com- 
peting evem now in the eastern states with 
New York manufacturers, Chicago is the 
training ground from which men ere drafted 
to take charge of all kinds of businesses in 
other’ parte of the United States, while ifa 
mechanic can show he has kept a job in Chi- 


| cago for six months he ig said to be certain 


of work in any other city in the country, 

‘Chicago is not in all ways an attractive 
city. The climate is changeable, the streets 
not well kep. tt is smoky, expensive to live 
in, etc., but probebly it is the best place to 
work in and a place where a man feels thet 
be gets what he is worth, so that by devotion 
to his work and keenness in his business, he 
will earn promotion rapidly.”

Pictures the Chicago Man. 
Then Consul Finn describes the character 


of Chicago. 

“The Chicago man,”’ he declares, “ wor- 
ships success, and, while the unsuccessful 
man often rates this success according to the 
large salary earned or by the wealth accumu- 
lated, it is- doubtful if the successful man 
does the same. The man earning.a large sal- 
ary has to work hard, as does every one under 
him; he must keep in touch with every detail 
of business, and as soon as he slackens bis 
place is filled by some one ready to do his 
work. 

“The successful Chicago man finds as 
much pleasure in his work as many other men 
do in games of gport, and yet he enjoys his 
recreation, mow that he ig learning to take 
some, the more so as he feels he has earned 
it, but even with his increased actual amuse- 
menta he never allows them to come before 
his business, and really uses them as a relief 
to his mind and a change to increase his work- 
ing capacity. 

* But it is remarkable that a son seldom 
follows the same business as his father, espe- 
cially if the elder man has made a remarkable 
success, as the son considers he will get little 
credit if he; too, makes a success, as it will 
be put down to his father’s influence.

Articles manufactured in the United States, 
he says, aré improving rapidly and more care 
is being taken in finishing goods and atten- 
tion ts paid to quality. He advises British 
merchants to bear in mind that each year 
American manufacturere _ become better 
fitted to supply all the absolute necessities 
of the people and that importers will have 
to market raw material, articles partly 
manufactured which can be used for fur- 
ther improvement, and luxuries or goods the 
United States cannot produce,

The bill is signed by Nicholas Georgapou- 
lis, and was prepared by Miles J. Devine, 
former city attorney. The court action is 
the result of a crusade on ice cream parlors 
by the police.

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There was iat selling early in the ses- 
sion to cause a slight decline from the pre- 
vious close, but good support developed on 
the weak spots. The first hour operations 
were dull and devoid of notable feature, al- 
though prices moved erratically within nar- 
row bounds. Local bulls gave some support 
hecause of reported rains in the spring 
wheat regions and because of the apparent 
nervousness of the northwestern bears. 
Buying for Minneapolis traders was largely 
responsible for the late upturn ‘here. Ad- 
vices indicated a marked improvement in 
the milling demand. Weather southwest 
was clearer and generally more propitious 
for harvesting operations. There was 
enough in the run of news to indicate that 
the farmers were not overeager to dispose 
of freely at the prevailing prices. 


Foreign Markets Higher. 

Duluth and Minneapolis received 244 cara, 
compared to only 79 cars the corresponding 
dey lest year. Duluth reported vessel room 
engagements made the day before for about 
250.000 bu, and advised that export bids 
were only lc out of line. Liverpool and Paris 
were higher, reflecting the advances made 
wet the day before. Total primary arrivals 

— 247,000 bu, compared to 161, _— bu the 
imilar day in 1905. 


Corn Acceptances Light. 

A @isinclination on the part of farmers to 
accept the high bids sent out the night bé- 
fore had much to do toward shaping a higher 
corn market. The large cash sales also had 
much to do with molding bullish sentiment. 
General trade was moderately active, with 
most of the busfness being done for local 
professional account. Liverpool closed 
sharply higher, chiefly on an improved in- 
quiry for cargoes off coast. Local receipts 
were 404 cars, of which 142 graded contract, 
against an estimate of 384 cars. Total pri- 
mary arrivals were 942,000 bu, against 1, 152)- 
000 bu the same day jast year. The eastern 
cash demand. was better, and prices at the 
tables were well above those of the day be- 
fore. Clearances at the seaboard were 130,- 


009 bu. 
Oats Score a Gain. 


Stories of unfavorable progress of the crop 
in the southwest and the firmness in corn 
gave oats a sounder tone. Northwestern in- 
terests bought freely, much short covering 
being noted in the operations. Local receipts 
were 141 cars, of which 36 graded standard, 
against 149 cars estimated. The demand at 
the cash tables was good, prices ranging 
higher. 


Hog Receipts Under Estimate. 


Smaller receipts of hogs than had been ex- 
pected and an upturn in values at the yards 
were among the influences which worked for 
a firmer provision market early. Final quo- 
tations were 2%4c off to 2ic higher for pork, 
2\c lower for lard, and unchanged to a shade 
weaker for ribs.
